Spain Has Not Ye! Selected Her Bepr 
(tentative at Washington Con­ 
sul* Will Re Chosen for 
Various Places. 


Washington, April 12.—The condition 
of war which has existed between the 
United States and Spain ainee April 21, 
1898, has terminated and the last form­ 
alities in the restoration of peace were 
performed by the exchange of rati fica- 
ions of the peace treaty, 
(.^incident 
with this. President McKinley issued 
his proclamation declaring that the war 
was at an end and the appointnent of 
Bellamy Storer was determined on as 
United States minister to Spain. 
The principal ceremony of the day 
occurred in the reception room at the 
White House when the exchange of rati­ 
fications took place. 
In anticipation of 
the historical character of the event, 
many members of the cabinet and offi­ 
cials prominent in the administration 
gathered at the White House. 
Secre­ 
tary Hay acted for the United States 
and M. Cainbon, the French ambas­ 
sador, for Spain. 
President McKinley then issued "a 
proclamation declaring the war win! 
Spain at an end. 
M. Catnbon thanked the president for 
the promptness with which the proc­ 
lamation followed. 
This ended 
the 
formal oerenn ny and after brief felici­ 
tations the ambassador and other offi­ 
cials withdrew. 
Secretary Hay took 
with him the Spanish copy of the treaty 
received and deposited it in the archives 
of the state departm ent 
M. Cain hon telegraphed the Spanish 
government of the final restoration of 
peace and made it known that the 
American copy of the treaty woald be 
forwarded through the French foreign 
office. 
The effect of the action taken is 
to completely renew the peaceful rela­ 
tions. trade, official, diplomatic, consu­ 
lar and in all other ways between this 
country and Spain. 
Following the ap­ 
pointment of a United States minister 
to Madrid and a Spanish minister to 
Washington, it is expected that consuls 
will be sent to Barcelona and the other 
large places in Spain where our consular 
representatives were suspended by the 
war. 
At the same time Spanish consuls 
will be appointed throughout this coun­ 
try. 
For a time the trade and navigation 
between the two countries will proceed 
without treaty protection, as the war 
put an end to the commercial treaty, 
but a treaty of trade, navigation and 
comm o te , suitable to the new condi­ 
tions and needs of both countries, and 
also an extradition treaty, will be nego­ 
tiated soon.
